The preliminary pvi parnllonof wbi'd 
bono is about as follows; When the 
raw bone is received the huir is lirst cut 
(rom the slalie. These are th>;n soalieil 
in water until tluiy become suit, after 
which all the jfum which mlhi n s to lliem 
is removed bv t,cr'ipin;^. Tlicy imw go t^i 
a steam box, where a WMrknnin struight 
ens them with a knife. After poUsliiiig 
they ate ready to bo wtakeil up into 
various (oriiis. There ore cerlain places 
where it is probable that nb known ma 
toriol auswcrs so well aa whulubonc, and 
it is said that a foi tuue awaits tlie inven- 
tor wlio devises an eflii icnt sulistilulo 
for it Eiperinieuts, li«iking to this 
end, have been inado witli rawliiile. 

Since tbo deeadenee of the hoop-skirt 
(ever tbo price o( wbalehoni! has de- 
clinoil very materially, but the price wiw 
at its zenith iu the last century.
